Th ey need 
m ore business and th e righ t to go after it 
catch -as-catch -can against opposition 
t h a t 
now is sh eltered by pubUc subsidies 
and 
freedom from crippling taxes. Th ey need to 
be able to get rid of passenger - carrying 
operations th at bleed th em of freigh t profits. 
Th ey need to get a h ost of lice-picking poli­ 
ticians off th eir backs so th ey can concen­ 
trate on railroading. 
WTiat th ey need m ost is a new point of 
view on th eir status. Th ey are not th e mono­ 
poly th ey h ad become wh en th eir operation 
was placed under th e ICC in th e 19 00s. Th at 
point of view needs to be revised.

An agent of the Federal Bureau of Inves­ 
tigation had this to say about Lt.* Dan Mag- 
gianetti of Youngstown, the man slated for 
the post if agreement can be reached on 
salary: "You couldn't find a better man ” 
The naming of Lt. Maggianetti was the cli­ 
max of an intensive effort to obtain the best 
person available for the position, a key one 
in the municipal form of government. 
In most cases, ifs logical to start at home 
when filling key administrative posts. This is 
one instance, however, where the time-hon­ 
ored expression "a new broom sweeps clean’’ 
takes precedent. 
A fresh approach by a qualified man ap­ 
pears the only answer to the many problems 
which will confront the safety-service direc­ 
tor here. On the strength of his experience 
and endorsements, Lt. Maggianetti s h o u l d 
supply that approach. He will bring 20 years 
experience in law enforcement to the posi­ 
tion. 
To be sure, law1 enforcement is but one 
phase of the safety-service director’s duties, 
but in East Liverpool's c&se it is one of the 
most important. Ironically, a phase of the 
very situation largely responsible for arous­ 
ing the citizens at the polls broke back into 


the news today when the Seventh District 
Court of Appeals reversed the conviction of 
Jerome Raimond, former East Liverpool po­ 
liceman charged with receiving and conceal­ 
ing goods stolen in a store burglary here 
The police case was the motivating force in 
bringing 
the 
much-needed 
administrative 
changes. 
Lt. Maggianetti’s acceptance of the direc­ 
tor’s post hinges on the increased salary 
which Mayor Lawrence is asking for his di­ 
rector. Nothing should be left undone to see 
that a salary agreement is reached. The op­ 
portunity to obtain a well-qualified man must 
not be allowed to be washed down the drain 
under a mistaken feeling of false economy. 
The proposed salary increase for the di­ 
rector may net make sense to those other 
city employes who have been seeking bigger 
pay checks themselves. But. if viewed logic­ 
ally, it seems that their best opportunity for 
* such increases lies in the speedy restoration 
of faith in city government. 
That’s clearly what the voters indicated 
they wanted when they endorsed Mr. Law­ 
rence and that’s definitely what will result 
when the top administrative positions are fill­ 
ed with capable, conscientious people. Once 
faith is restored, there is every reason to 
believe that the taxpayers will provide the 
money needed to meet pressing situations— 
be they wage increases or whatnot. 
The seating of Lt. Maggianetti as director 
would be a big step in the direction of re­ 
stored faith.

The Interstate Commerce Commission has 


announced it will not interfere writh the East­ 


ern railroads’ proposal to jump passenger 


fares.

jump freight rates. But the ICC is running 
wit of crumbs. 
The railroads that are in the most serious 
trouble cannot survive on crumbs. 
They 
need a change of public policy to give them 
a new lease on life and profit. They need 
more business and the right to go after it 
catch-as-cateh-ean against opposition 
t h a t 
now is sheltered by public subsidies 
and 
freedom from crippling taxes. They need to 
be able to get rid of passenger - carrying 
operations that bleed them of freight profits. 
They need to get a host of lice-picking poli­ 
ticians off their backs so they can concen­ 
trate on railroading. 
What they need most is a new point of 
view* on their status. They are not the mono­ 
poly they had become when their operation 
was placed under the ICC in the 1900s. That 
point of view needs to be revised. 
But neither are they in a battle for com­ 
petitive 
survival 
with trucks, 
airplanes, 
barges and private automobiles. The idea is 
not for any one of these to crowd any of 
the others to the wall, because the country 
needs them all 
What must be done— and 
soon, if the railroads are not to be forced 
into some form of government ownership and 
operation — is to equalize the terms of the 
competition. For example, why should rail­ 
roads pay heavy taxes on their rights-of-

The American press and radio 
are unintentionally the best in­ 
struments of propaganda the So­ 
viet Union has in the world — and 
the Soviet gov­ 
ernment, with 
deliberate i n - 
t e nt , is the 
wo TS- enemy 
and most per­ 
sistent s a b o ­ 
teur of Ameri­ 
can news that 
the U n i t e d 
states faces in 
the world. 
This absence David Lawrence 
of reciprocity was conspicuously 
illustrated 
by 
the 
propaganda 
conference of hand-picked repre­ 
sentatives of 
Afro-Asian rations 
held at Cairo last week by the 
Communists. The American press 
and radio spread widely the dis­ 
tortions uttered there. They were 
in many instances given first-page 
display. Here and there were some 
pointed commants on the editorial 
pages warning that the conference 
was Communist-inspired. 
There was, of course, some im 
portant news in the Cairo confer­ 
ence itself but the contrived nature 
of the Soviet domination of the 
whole thing and the behind-the- 
scenes activities were not exposed 
on the same pages that told of the 
Afro-Asian conference. Had any 
American or European official ut­ 
tered such a criticism, it would 
have been widely painted on the 
news pages, too. 
The Soviet government gets away 
with many things like this, includ­ 
ing a strict censorship over what 
American correspondents send out 
of Moscow. 


NO PROTEST against this cen­ 
sorship has been made in a long, 
long time by any national organi­ 
zation of news writers oi editors in 
America or elsewhere. So appar­ 
ently the Soviet government feels 
it can go ahead with its censorship 
without alifnating world opinion. 
The Moscow government, more­ 
over, selects carefully what corres­ 
pondents it will let enter the So­ 
viet Union. Data about each pros­ 
pective correspondent must be sub­ 
mitted in advance and the Com­ 
munists make up their own-, minds 
who will be admitted. They give 
no reasons for rejections. Likewise, 
only certain newspapers and m aga­ 
zines are favored and, no matter 
what the scope of the publication 
has been in covering for many 
years news from the capitals of the 
world, the Communists discrimi­ 
nate against it according to their 
own whims. 
Less thar a d o z e n American 
newsmen are permitted to reside in 


Moscow all the year arouH . They 
are restricted in their travel and 
are not permitted to send out news 
that the government doesn’t like. 
There was a time when some 
editors in this country felt that 
Soviet newsmen shouldn’t be al­ 
lowed to have certain privileges in 
the press galleries of Congress un­ 
less all Americans 
who 
applied 
had the same privileges in Moscow 
—a sort of reciprocity. But this 
doctrine s e e m s to have been 
abandoned. There is no explanation 
as to why the Soviet system of 
suppressing news, an its refusal to 
let radio stations and newspapers 
in Russia print the statements of 
the American government, is not 
subject to persistent criticism in 
the United Skates. 


MUCH IS BEING said nowadays 
in America about the importance 
of reaching the minds of the So­ 
viet people so as to avert a future 
war but the principal means 
of 
communicating the facts to the 
peoples behind the iron curtain is 
being deliberately sabotaged 
by 
the S o v i e t government. Even 
American 
*adio broadcasts a r e 
jammed on the air wives by the 
Soviets whenever possible. 
Why should the American press 
and radio give spa^e to the un­ 
truths repeatedly transmitted by 
the Soviet government when the 
truth about what is happening in 
the world is kept out of the Soviet 
newspapers and its radio and tele­ 
vision broadcasts? 
It’s a subject which, so far as 
theis writer knows, bas not been 
discussed recently by any gather­ 
ing of American editors, yet it is a 
topic directly related to the most 
effective way of 
preventing 
an 
atomic war — constant 
contact 
with the peoples of Soviet Russia. 


THE .SOVIET authoiities have 
shrewdly tried to offset some of the 
criticism about its methods by al­ 
lowing many American news writ­ 
ers and tourists to enter the coun­ 
try for a 30-day period. 
This means that such visitors 
have government “guides” at their 
sides who watch their every move. 
These “guides” are part of the So­ 
viet police system. The net result 
of these visits has b e e n on bal­ 
ance favorable to Soviet Russia. 
For the 30-day visitors don’t have 
time to make thorough investiga­ 
tions of what is really happening. 
As for the so-called “right to 
know,” every government bureau 
in Moscow conceals most of its in­ 
formation. Yet the press in the 
Western countries rarely raises a 
voice in protest against such sup­ 
pression. That’s one reason why the 
Soviets are winning the propaganda 
battle in the world.
